The broadcast to the nation 


was De Gaulle's third in the 
month-long crisis that developed 
from riotous demonstrations by 
students demanding educational 
reforms into a general strike 
that paralyzed French indus- 
tries and affected agriculture. 


As De Gaulle spoke, millions 


of workers were back at work 
or preparing to return to their 
jobs under terms of a substan- 
tial wage settlement that had all 
but ended the strike. But violent 
signs of dissatisfaction persist- 
ed. 


Workers at the Renault auto- 


mobile plant in Flins, who have 
rejected the settlement, battled 
police all day for possession of 
the factory. War veterans and 
students fought in the streets in 
Britany and revolutionary stu- 
dents paraded in Paris. 


De Gaulle appeared relaxed

NEW DISEASE MIMICS TB 


A disease similar to tuberculosis is spreading 


over the upper central states and Texas. It is a 
pulmonary condition caused by photochromogenic 
mycobacteria (M. kansasii), and may be fatal. 
Dr. Karl H. Pfuetze has seen more than 300 cases 
at the Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis sani- 
tarium, Hinsdale, HI. 


Special tests must be done to distinguish it from 


the TB germ because the causative organisms 
look alike under the microscope. The main dif. 
ference is that mycobacteria are not contagious 
and no one seems to know how they invade the 
body. 
+ 
M. kansasii have not been isolated from soil or 


found in domestic and wild animals. 
Men are 


more susceptible than women, and especially the 
middle aged and elderly. While true tuberculosis 
tends to occur among persons of poor socio- 
economic circumstances, mycobacteria usually de- 
velop among the middle classes. 


The infection settles in the lungs and is indis- 


tinguishable from that of true tuberculosis. The 
X-rays are identical except that M. kansarii pro- 
duce larger cavities. In far-advanced cases, high 
fever, night sweats, a productive cough, weight 
loss, and fatigue occur. 
Tuberculin skin tests 


demonstrate a positive reaction in both conditions. 
•f 
Dr. Pfeutze stresses the importance of hospi- 


talization combined with intense and prolonged 
therapy with isoniazid, streptomycin, and etham- 
butol. Severe cases require surgical removal of 
the diseased area. The outcome is good provided 
the victim cooperates and the disease is not far 
advanced. The majority are well enough to return 
home after five to seven months in an institution. 


Is this tuberculosis or a near relative of tuber- 


culosis? Time will tell, but for the present, Dr. 
Pfuetze believes that these are different diseases.

WASHINGTON—Most people have forgotten it, 


but former Sen. Clarence Dill of Washington is 
the chief author of the 1934 Communications 
Act regulating the thousands of TV and radio 
programs which the American public hears and 
sees daily. 


"When we wrote the act," said Sen. Dill, 


"Senator White of Maine and I considered wheth- 
er we should put a ceiling on 
profits. After all, the act pro. 
vided for the use of air chan- 
nels belonging to the public 
and the public had a right to 
be paid for them out of profits. 


"However, we decided there 


wouldn't be any profits. That? s 
why there is no requirement in 
the law for any rental or bene- 
fit to the public. 
" If we had it to do over again, 


the law would have been different," said form, 
er Sen. Dill, now retired and living in Spokane. 


His words are significant in view of the stinging 


report issued by two members of the Federal 
Communications Commission, Kenneth Cox and 
Nicholas Johnson, pointing to the profits of the 
TV-radio industry. 


Their survey, which was confined to Oklahoma, 


showed bom tremendous profits and scanty public 
service. "The television industry averages 
about 100 per cent return on depreciated tangi. 
ble investment and about 40 per cent on gross 
revenues," the two commissioners reported. 


They found that only one of ten stations with 


around $16,000,000 gross devotes as much as 
two hours a week to local public affairs pro. 
grams. 


"There is not in the entire state a single 


regularly scheduled prime time program devoted 
to presentation, analysis, or discussion of 
controversial Issues of public importance in the 
state or in the community," reported Com. 
missioners Cox and Johnson. 


Yet the FCC renewed their licenses almost 


automatically. 


Cox and Johnson could have gone further if 


they had scrutinized the national TV^adio 
scene. If so, they would have discovered mat 
network profits were among the highest in the 
nation. For the first half of 1967 the three net. 
works racked up a total profit of $718,700,000 
with CBS increasing its take by $55,436,800. 


CBS has made so much money in recent years 


that it has difficulty investing its profits and has 
branched out into baseball, theatrics, education, 
al book publishing and even guitar manufactur- 
ing. Among other things, it owns the New York 
Yankees and "My Fair Lady." 


All this presents a problem for President 


Johnson. He has an FCC commissioner to ap. 
point this month. The FCC has been criticized 
in the past for enhancing Ladybiro?s stations 


in Texas. So the pountry will be watching to 
see whether LBJ appoints a forthright com. 
missioner who watches the public interest or 
another patsy who promotes private profits. 
+ 
Now that the Senate has hung so many Christ, 


mas tree amendments on the anti«crime bill, 
there's only one real section of the bill worth 
saving. 
This is the section providing for an 


"institute of criminal justice," pioneered by 
young Rep. James Scheuer of the Bronx. 


Despite the original opposition of J. Edgar 


Hoover and Rep. John Rooney of Brooklyn, 
Scheuer finally sold some of his Republican 
colleagues on the bill and got it inserted in the 
crime bill. Even Ramsey Clark, the Attorney 
General, shied away from the institute of crime 
justice in deference to J. Edgar Hoover. 


Essentially the institute would apply modern 


science to crime detection and crime preven- 
tion. 
- Most people don't realize it, but police de. 
partments and the FBI do not use such modern 
techniques as voice prints and dry blood prints. 
Nor have most of them perfected hair prints, 
though the FBI used this technique in identify, 
ing James Earl Ray, the assassin of Martin 
Luther King. 


But by using such modern techniques, police 


departments could get away from their present 
reliance on pre-irial confessions. 
This is 


what the Supreme Court has restricted as an 
invasion of constitutional rights. 
+ 
Rep. Scheuer also proposes that the institute 


of criminal justice study the problems of crime 
prevention and apprehension. 


"Only 24 per cent of those who commit ser. 


ious crimes are apprehended," says Scheuer. 
"The problem is not so much convictions but 
first prevention, second apprehension. 


"One very easy means of preventing crime 


is locking automboiles. Today there are 600,- 
000 auto thefts a year, and one*Jialf of the cars 
are stolen because keys were left in the lock. 
There are other means of preventing car thefts, 
such as locking the gear shift, locking the wheels. 
If these were employed, car thefts could be cut 
from 600,000 to 100,000." 


Rep. Scheuer has also proposed such modern 


techniques as a computer assignment of police 
cars. 


"We spend millions every year in research- 


ing causes of muscular dystrophy, epilepsy and 
heart disease," says, Scheuer."why not spend 
a few million in researching the causes of the 
disease of crime? So far we have spent almost 
nothing on this disease, its prevention, its cure 
or its means of apprehension." 


Scheuer has written a book, "To Walk me 


Streets Safely," to be published by Doubleday 
shortly.

Dear Sir: 


The tragic death at Senator 


Robert Kennedy in Los Ange- 
les inevitably must lead every 
citizen to search for the causes 
of this terrible occurrence and 
attempt to assess the degree 
of responsibility which each of 
us must bear. 


The answer is clear. 
During the last few years, 


under the pressure of reyolvu 
tionary 
social changes, the 
spirit of violence andintemper. 
ance has grown in the land, 
tending to undermine our re* 
gard for law and order and our 
social institutions, and violence 
inevitably leads to still more 
violence. 
Everyone who has 


expressed extreme or inflama. 
tory opinions about Senator Ken. 
nedy or any of our other lead* 
ers, 
or about any minority 


group, or who, in response to 
real or imagined wrongs, has 
taken the law into his own 
hands and resorted to acts of 
violence, has helped .to create 
an atmosphere of hate, divi*. 
siveness and unrest, and it is 
in this kind of an atmosphere 
that to warped and disturbed 
minds violence will appear to 
be an appropriate solution to 
any and all problems. Fur* 
therm ore, 
each of us, who 


,, through silence gives tacit ac- 


quiescence to such opinions, 
must bear a share of the re* 
sponsibility for this tragedy. 
The evidence is clear we have 
permitted, either through our 
overt actions or through our 
silence, the country to become 
deeply divided, and an atmos*

phere of growing hate and vio- 
lence to be created. 


Our responsibility, however, 


goes far deeper. Because we 
have largely ignored the press, 
ing social problems which be* 
•set our nation-urban blight, 
poverty, the ghettos in the cit- 
ies, the lack of equal opportunl. 
ty for all of our citizens-and be- 
cause we have failed to make 
the kind of national committ- 
ment necessary to solve these 
problems, we have created a 
society where large segments 
of our population, bereft of all 
hope, are ruled by hate and fear, 
where violence is the norm, 
where law and order are large- 
ly ignored. A Presidential 
Commission, although helpful, 
will not provide a solution, nor 
will a stricter gun control law. 
Not until we come to grips 
with the fundamental problems 
of our social order and make 
a committment as a nation to 
rid our land of these abuses and 
build a better society win we 
be able to prevent future trage- 
dies like that of Los Angeles. 


It is to be hoped that the 


death of Senator Kennedy will 
serve to galvanize the country 
into taking corrective action 
to cure our social ills. The 
time is short, but let us make 
a beginning. If we do, then per* 
haps his death will have served 
some purpose; if we fail to take 
action now, then the tragedy at 
Los Angeles will be merely one 
more in a continuing series of 
senseless acts of violence. 


This is our choice, and this 


our ultimate responsibility.

everyone thinks the other per. 
son is sick.

shiny, the equipment is the 
most modern in the world, the 
grounds are green and dec* 
orated with flowers. To look 
at it from the outside, you would 
think it is the ideal spot on the 
globe. 


But inside, the patients are 


running amuck and no one seems 
to know what to do about it. 
Every time a doctor is called 
in to suggest a remedy for the 
chaos, the residents of the hos- 
pital shout him down. Besides, 
they believe anyone who is try. 
ing to come up with new cures 
for their sickness must be crazy 
himself. 


The United States is a very 


special type of insane asylum in 
that all the inmates are per- 
mitted to have guns. These guns 
are sold right in the hospital 
or can be ordered by mail be- 
cause when the hospital was 
built in 1775 the founders wrote 
it into the rules. Every time 
someone wants to change the 
rules, the gun4oving inmates 
cry that they only want the guns 
to kill animals during their rec. 
reation periods. 


The people who live on the 


Hill and represent the inmates 
are afraid to do anything to of- 
fend the armed inmates, so they 
ignore the problem until there's 
a killing in the hospital, at which 
time they all express horror 


that the inmates should be al. 
lowed to walk around with guns. 


Then they forget about it until 


the next tragedy comes along. 


Despite its beauty and size 


there have been many injustic. 
es committed in the asylum 
against the patients. For 100 
years, the black patients were 
kept in isolation wards and 
only permitted out to scrub the 
floors. They got no treatment 
from the white doctors until re- 
cently when theybecameyiolent 
and insisted that if they were 
patients in the asylum they want- 
ed the same rights as the other 
inmates. 


The administrators of the asy- 


lum have belatedly sought to 
improve the lot of the black 
patients, but there has been a re. 
luctance amongst the other in- 
mates to pay the bill, partic- 
ularly since the asylum is sup. 
porting so many other insane 
asylums around the world. 


Up until recently the hospital 


was a model for all other hos- 
pitals. But In the '60s people 
everywhere have been watching 
it with horror and despair. 


The more affluent the hospital 


becomes the sicker the patients 
behave. 
The remedies pre. 


scribed for the illnesses are 
always given too little and too 
late. 
And as in all insane 


asylums, every person thinks 
the other patient is the one who 
should get the treatment. 


Nobody knows how many more 


doctors the patients will shoot, 
nor how long the asylum will 
survive before the inmates des- 
troy it once and for all.

NEW YORK (AP)— The stock 


market Friday bubbled to an- 
other large gain, and the Fed* 
eral Reserve Board stepped in 
to put the lid on the boiling 
stock prices. 


The days volume of 17.32 


shares was the sixth 
largest In history, and it boosted 
the week's total to a record 82,. 
063,400 shares. This topped the 
previous weekly peak of 78,476,. 
000 shares for the week ended 
April 6. 


After the close the "Fed" an. 


nounced it had raised the mar. 
gin requirements for stock pur. 
chases to 80 per cent from the 
current 70 per cent, in effect 
boosting the "down payment" 
stocks to 80 per cent of the pur. 
chase price. 


At the same time, the federal 


agency boosted the margin re- 
quirements for loans on conver- 
tible securities to 60 per cent 
from the current 50 per cent. 


It was all part of an effort to 


cool down a very hot market 
and included the decision by the 
various stock exchanges to have 
the market holidays for the next 
three Wednesdays and July 5 to 
allow brokerage houses to catch 
up with mountains of paper 
work which have swamped 
them because of heavy trading. 


The day's volume compared 


with 16.13 million Thursday. It 
ranked just under the 17.73 mil. 
lion shares April 1 in this year's 
string of record-breaking trad. 
ing days. 


The Dow Jones industrial av. 


erage advanced 4.75 to 914.88, 
still leaving this popular indica- 
tor well below its highs for the 
year and far below its historic 
peak of around 955 made in ear. 
ly 1966. 


The Associated Press average 


of 60 stocks rose 3.6 to 342.1, its 
latest in a series of new highs 
for the year, with industrials up 
2.9 and rails up 4.8, both to new 
highs for the year, and utilities 
up .2. 


The New York Stock Ex- 


change index of some 1,200 
stocks made a historic high as 
it rose 36 cents to $57.11, top. 
ping Thursday's mark. 


The day was marked by a 


very large number of blocks 
above 10,000 shares, reflecting 
"big money" entering the mar. 
ket, either from mutual funds 
and other large aggregations of 
capital, or from important pri- 
vate investors. 


Of 1,523 issues traded, 827 ad- 


vanced and 451 declined. New 
highs for the year totaled 272 
and new lows 9.
